HERE are Advices, by feveral Veffels 
atriv’d at Genoa and Leghorne, that 
Admiral Leake has made himfelf Ma- 
fter of Port-Mahon ; and that the 
12th of laft Month he began to batter 
the Caftle of St. Philip, in which are no more than 
200 Men in Garrifon, and but little Provifions ; fo 
that we hope we fhall foon hear of its Reduction: 
We have alfo good Hopes with refpe& to 
Sicily, and ‘tis remour'd that there has been 
an Infurrection in Favour of King Charles; but ’tis 
neceflary to wait the Confirmation by direct Ad- 
vices from thence. General Count Thaun is on 
the Road to Modena, where he is to confer with the 
Duke of that Name; and in Cafe of a Rupture, he 
will command the Imperial Army. The Appear- 
ances are for War, The Pope takes all the Sos 
towards it; he has already near 23000 Men; he 
caufes divers Pofts to be fortified, and among them 
Fort Urbano, whither 2000 Pioneers are fummon’d ; 
be collects great Stores of Arms and other Warlike 
Materials; and has artfully {natch’d the prefent 
Opportunity to lay his Hands on the Treafure of 
Sixuus V, which had been forborn hitherto in much 
more prefling Exigencies: Yet notwithftanding all 
this,many believe that an Accommodation will be the 
eafier brought about ; and that in order to it the Matr- 
quis de Pric will make a Journey to Rome, affcon as 
the Imperial Troops which are coming from Pic- 

mont arrive in the Ferrarcze. 

Other Letters from Italy give an Account, that 
the Marthal de Thefle judging it not convenignt to 
purfue his Voyage with the Galleys of France, went 
from Genoa the 29th of September with the Galleys 
of Malta for Leghorne, in ordet to wait on the 
Grand Duke ar Florence,and thence proceed to Rome. 
They wrise from Mantua the 4th of October, that 
Count Thaun was arriv’d there with fome Regi- 
ments of Imperial Foot and Horfe : That 4000 Re- 
cruits from Tirol had joyn’d bim : And that Count 
Konigfeck had defeated a Party of 500 Men of the 
Pope's Troops.
